to while away the tedium o f his co n­ 
finement 
After the lat>*e o f a year 
his father resented sufficiently to allo w 
the yo ung man to return to Berlin.

H ard sh ip s Suffered by 
K in e 
F red erick 


T he G reat lo Ilia 
Y outh. 
King Frederick the Great, who was 
born Jan. 24, 1712, had a stormy time of 
it in his youth, as all readers of history 
may remember. His father was a stern 
man, who placed m ilitary drill and 
knowledge above everything else, and 
when 
the young man manifested a 
liking for literature and music 
the 
old monarch’s rage was excessive. His 
conduct toward his 
son 
became so 
harsh that the Queen arranged for 
the 
boy’s secret flight to Bogland. 
Two lieutenants were to accompany 
him. 
The King discovered 
the plan 
just after the party had left and sent 
soldiers after them. 
Young Freder­ 
ick and one of his companions were 
captured, 
but 
the other escaped, 
owing to tho fleetness of his horse. 
The prisoners were brought hack to 
Potsdam, 
handcuffed 
like common 
crim inal, and thrown into separate 
dungeons. 
A sister of Frederick, who 
ventured to remonstrate was thrown 
from a window. 
The King resolved 
that his son should be executed, 
‘die 
will 
always 
be 
a 
disobedi­ 
ent 
subject, 
he 
argued, 
“and I have three other boys who are 
more than his equals.” 
The young 
man's life was saved 
through 
the 
intercession of Charles VI., 
Emperor 
of Austria, but tho lieutenant who 
had been captured was executed be­ 
fore the window of the room in which 
the Prince 
was confined. 
Finding 
that he could not send his son to tho 
gallows, the brutal old King had him 
sent to the fortress of Austria, 
where 
he was to be imprisoned for life. 
He 
was treated with extrem e rigor, being 
allowed to see no one. and having no 
books or writing materials with which 
to while away the tedium of his con­ 
finement 
After the laose of a year 
his father resented sufficiently to allow 
the young man to return to Berlin. He 
gradually grew to think better of him, 
but he could never forgive his disin­ 
clination for the science of war or his 
love of music and literature.

At times for about two y ears Gen. Johns­ 
ton lias show n uninifttakabie signs of a 
general breaking down.

became bewildered so that lie could not tell 
where he was or now he came there. 
A bout G o'clock (Iii* evening Dr. Lincoln 
found him p erfectly coin ortable, and aj>- 
p arently a little belter. 
W hile his friends 
and attendants knew that he m ight p ass

Gov. McLane entered the room at a little 
Biter Ii,o’clock, ami as he ap p roached the 
generals bedside he heard an alm ost in­ 
audible sigh, and the general was dead.

The recent earthquakes in Grenada, 
Nicaragua, that 
have caused four- 
fifths of the inhabitants to desert the 
city are thought to presago a revival 
of the volcano of Mombaeho. 
The 
mountain is about S,00<) feet high and 
Granada is located at its base, a part 
of the town being built on the lower 
portion of the slope and less than fif­ 
teen miles from the crater. 
There 
are evidences of a terrible eruption in 
the past when the greater quantity of 
the lava coursed down the volcano’s 
•lope to the center of Lake Nicaragua, 
from the shores of which the peak 
rise« . 
There are numberless little 
islands 
a short 
way 
from shore, 
formed by the flow of the lava. 
.Should 
there be an eruption Granada would 
be doomed, even should the lava take 
a direction away from it, as the fall of 
ashes would be sufficient to make the 
town uninhabitable. 
At present ther* 
ia no active volcano in Nicaragua and 
but one in Central America, namely, 
the 
Salvador. 
Three years 
ago 
Ometepe, near the center of Lake 
Nicaragua, ended an active state, and 
the last of tho eruptions of Mornotom- 
bo, on the border of Lake Managua 
and near the capital, 
was seen less 
than two years ago in the form of a 
thin column of smoke rising from its 
crater. 
Since then there has been in 
thla country no volcanic eruption and 
no prominent earthquake.

Fish aud Game Protection. 
The Journal-Press says: 
The St. Cloud Gun Club, through 
a committee composed of M. D. Tay­ 
lor, C. S. Benson and A. L. Cramb, 
are making worthy efforts to secnre 
Hie passage of the bill to enforce the 
laws for the preservation of fish and 
game, recently introduced in the sen­ 
ate by Senator Geissel, of Morrison 
county. They have issued a circular 
to other gun clubs and sporting 
societies m the state in which they 
invite their co-operation in the mat­ 
ter. The bdl provides for the appoint- 
n en t of a commission of six persons 
who shall appoint a warden whose 
term of office shall be for three years 
and who shall receive a salary of $2,- 
000 and whose duty it shall be to en­ 
force the present laws on this subject. 
This or some similar action should be 
taken. The local club bas no motive 
in the matter beyond the broad one 
of preventing the depletion of Minne­ 
sota's lakes and woods of their game. 
As Mr. Benson says, game laws are 
commonly thought of merely in con­ 
nection with prairie chickens, ducks, 
and deer, while the fish in our lakes 
are never considered. 
Minnesota’s 
lakes bring to the state tens of thou­ 
sands of dollars every year, and their 
beauty and pleasures are just begin­ 
ning to be known.

Th* Volcano th at Threatens the E xtinc­ 
tion o f th e Nicaraguan C it/. 
The recent earthquakes in Grenada, 
Nicaragua, that have caused four- 
fifths of the inhabitants to desert the 
city are thought to presage a revival 
of the volcano of Mombacho. 
The 
mountain is about 3,000 feet high and 
Granada is located at its base. a part 
of the town being built on the lower 
portion of the slope and less than fif­ 
teen miles from the crater. 
There 
are evidences of a terrible eruption in 
the past when the greater quantity of 
the lava coursed down the volcano’s 
•lope to the center of Lake Nicaragua, 
from the shores of which the peak 
rises. 
There are numberless little 
islands a short 
way 
from shore, 
formed by the flow of the lava. .Should 
there be an eruption Granada would 
be doomed, even should the lava take 
a direction away from it, as the fall of 
ashes would be sufficient to make the 
town uninhabitable. 
At present ttaer* 
is no active volcano in Nicaragua and 
but one in Central America, namely, 
the Salvador. 
Three years 
ago 
Ometepe, near the center of Lake 
Nicaragua, ended an active state, and 
the last of the eruptions of Mornotom- 
bo, on the border of Lake Managua 
and near the capital, was seen less 
than two years ago in the form of a 
thin column of smoke rising from its 
crater. 
Since then there has been in 
this country no volcanic eruption and 
no prominent earthquake.

Hardship* Suffered by 
King Frederick 
The Great In Ilia

K ing Frederick the Great, who was 
born Jan. 24, 1712, bad a stormy tim e of 
it in his youth, as all readers of history 
may remember. His father was a stern 
man, who placed m ilitary drill and 
knowledge above everything else, and 
when 
the young man manifested a 
liking for literature and 
music 
the 
old monarch’s rage was excessive. His 
conduct toward his 
son 
became so 
harsh that the Queen arranged for 
the 
boy’s secret flight to England. 
Two lieutenants were to accompany 
him. 
The King discovered 
the plan 
just after the party had left and 
sent 
soldiers 
after them. 
Young Freder­ 
ick and one of his companions were 
captured, 
but 
the other escaped, 
owing to tho fleetness 
of his 
horse. 
T he prisoners were brought back to 
Potsdam, 
handcuffed 
like eommou 
criraina's, and thrown into separate 
dungeons. 
A sister of I rederick, who 
ventured to rem onstrate was thrown 
from a window. 
The King resolved 
that Mb son should be executed,

always 
be 
a 
disobedi­ 
ent 
subject, 
he 
argued, 
••and I have three other bovs who arc 
more than his equals.” 
'I he young 
man’s life 
was saved 
through 
the 
intercession of Charles VI., 
Emperor 
of Austria, 
but tho 
lieutenant who 
had been captured was executed 
be­ 
fore the window of the room in which 
the Prince 
was 
confined. 
H ading 
that he could not send his son to the 
gallows, the brutal old King had him 
sent to the fortress of Austria, 
where 
he was to be imprisoned for life. 
He 
was treated with extrem e rigor, being 
allowed to see no one. and having no 
books or writing materials with which 
to while away the tedium of his con­ 
finement. 
After the lapse of a year 
his father resented sufficiently to allow 
the young man to return to Berlin. He 
gradually grew to think better of him, 
but he could never forgive his disin­ 
clination for the science of war or his 
love of m usic and literature.

T h e L a t e s t A ir s h ip 
The results of ait exam ination into 
the m erits of the latest airship, now 
being exhibited in Chicago, are not re­ 
assuring. 
After flying re and 
for a 
few minutes, the m achine is gently 
hauled down and the loss of hydrogen 
gas made good if required, from a por­ 
table generator. It was first said th at 
this model airship, which is about 30 
feet long and Q% feet in diam eter, was 
to carry a passenger, possibly two, 
but 
the 
lifting power 
evidently 
am ounts to but a few ounces, and the 
balloon is pulled down between finger 
and 
thum b. 
The 
propeller 
makes 
about 6 0 0 revolutions per minute, 
and the speed of the ap p aratus is from 
3 to 3% feet per second, say 2 to 2.4 
miles per hour. 
This seems slow in­ 
deed when it is remembered th a t the 
French war balloon “ L a F ran ce" has 
been driven 
1 4 miles per hour, and 
th a t in 1881 M. Tiss&ndier showed a t 
the electrical exposition a t P aris a 
model electrical balloon l l ’*, feet long 
and 4 ’4 feet in diam eter, which lifted 
its own m otive power, and traveled a t 
the rate of 4 1., to (3 miles per hour, 
a maximum development of power 
of 4 34 foot pounds per minute.

er will be driven at 2 00 miles an hour j 
by a gas engine of I (Kb horse power j 
weighing only 2 5 0 pounds.

This new electrical device, for 
which a patent has been granted to 
one Wesley W ebber, has ti ie object of 
entirely supplanting tile heavy tool 
and performing in a scientific manner 
the work which has hitherto been ac­ 
complished in a very crude way.

nected one to another, so a s to pract i­ 
cally form one 
m otor.

T h e V olcan o th a t T h re a ten s th e K xtluo- 
tlo u o f th e N ica ra g u a n City. 
The recent earthquakes in Grenada, 
Nicaragua, that have caused four- 
fifths of the inhabitants to desert the 
city are thought to presage a revival 
of tho volcano of Mombacho. 
The 
mountain is about 3,000 feet high and 
Granada is located at its base, a part 
of the town being built on the lower 
portion of the slope and less than fif­ 
teen miles from the crater. 
There 
are evidences of a terrible eruption in 
the past when the greater quantity of 
the lava coursed down the volcano’s 
slope to the center of Lake Nicaragua, 
from the shores of which the peak 
rises. 
There are numberless little 
islands 
a short 
way 
from shore, 
formed by the flow of the lava. .Should 
there be an eruption Granada would 
be doomed, even should the lava take 
a direction away from it, as the fall of 
ashes would be sufficient to make the 
town uninhabitable. 
At present ther* 
is no active volcano in Nicaragua and 
but one in Central America, namely, 
the 
Salvador. 
Three years 
ago 
Ometepe, near the center of Lake 
Nicaragua, ended an active state, and 
the last of the eruptions of .Mornotom- 
bo, on the border of Lake Managua 
and near the capital, 
was seen less 
than two years ago in the form of a 
thin column of smoke rising from its 
crater. 
Since then there has been in 
this country no volcanic eruption and 
no prominent earthquake.
